The War in Biafra Drags On 


While a lot of Americans are concerned 


about the war in Vietnam, another'one is 
dragging on with somewhat the same 
difficulties as to finding ways to ending it. 
More Biafrans may be dying from star- 
vation than from bullets, but the war is the 
major cause of the food shortage and 
misery. 


Somewhat similar to Vietnam, too, are 


conflicting statements about means and 
purposes in Nigeria. Gerald Ojukwu, head 
of the Ibos and Biafra, apparently has 
softened his demands for an independent 
nation. He has been making contacts 
through Geneva, Switzerland, and an Ibo 
public relations agency there even gave the 
impression last month that if Ibo security 
could be guaranteed in another way than 
independence, some sort of agreement over 


a federation might be reached However. 
back in Biafra. a spokesman lor General 
Ojukwu said this was out of the question. 
Alter all, he had received twehe more 
airplanes from Sweden — at a cost that 
meant less food lor his hungry people — 
and had recaptured some territory taken 
o\er by the troops of the Nigenan govern- 
ment earlier in the year. 


But like both the Americans and the 


North Vietnamese, the Nigerians and I bos 
want to bargain from a position of strength. 


If the Ibos can give up their idea oi an 


independent nation and get reassurance ol 
equal treatment from the Ilausas of the 
Federal regime, an end to the war could be 
in sight. In the long run, it may really be 
decided by war weariness on both sides and 
real efforts to help the others save face.
